For  conveying  a  passenger  any  distance  not  exceeding  one 
mile,  50  cents  ;  two  passengers  the  same  distance,  75  cents, 
or37>2  cents  each;  every  additional  passenger,  37)£  cents, 
any  distance  exceeding  a  mile,  and  within  two  miles,  75 
cents,  and  for  every  additional  passenger,  37  XA  cents. 

For  conveying  one  or  more  passengers  to  Harlem  and  re- 
turning:, with  the  privilege  of  remaining  three  hours,  $5  ;  or 
to  the  High  Bridge,  $5,  with  the  same  privilege. 

For  the  use  of  a  llackney-Coaeh  or  Carriage  by  the  hour, 
with  one  or  more  passengers,  with  the  privilege  of  going  from 
place  to  place,  and  stopping  as  often  as  may  be  required,  $1 
per  hour. 

In  all  cases  where  the  hiring  of  a  Hackney- Coach  or  Car- 
riage is  not  at  the  time  thereof  specified  to  be  by  the  day  or 
hour,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  by  the  mile.

In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  distance  or  price,  the  same 
shall  be  determined  by  the  .Mayor  (office  No.  6  City  Hall),  or 
Superintendent  of  Hackney  Coaches. 

In  case  of  dispute  or  difficulty,  persons  should  be  particu- 
lar to  get  the  number  of  the  vehicle,  and,  if  possible,  the 
name  of  the  driver  or  owner.  This  may  be  more  convenient- 
ly done  when  bargaining  for  the  coach.
